The opening was 
off %c on account of the weak opening at 
Liverpool, liberal primary receipts, and 
bearish statistics from the other side. The 
news of the liberal advance at Paris, fol- 
lowed by the Antwerp advance, sent May 
up to 69c, where liberal selling orders 
checked the upward tendency. Several times 
the price touched 69c, but each time it fell 
back. There were lots of selling o at 
that figure and only a small proportion ot 
them could be exeeuted. The Northwest 
bought futures early against its heavy re- 
ceipts of grain, and there were some buying 
orders from New York, presumably for for- 
eign account. There was enough commis- 
sion house buying, on the strength of cold 
weather in the Northwest, to cause values 
to appreciate fractionally at the start, and 
later buying orders came in at 68%c and a 
few at 69c, but nowhere near enough at the 
latter figure to absorb all the offerings. The 
strength in the corn pit was something of 
a factor in bulling wheat, though less et- 
fective than on Saturday. The moderate 
foreign demand was a factor in keeping 
values down. Up to the close of the session 
only five cargoes, 30,000 bu, were reported 
taken from New York, and it was not gen- 
erally known until later that 100,000 bu of 
No. 1 Northern had been worked from here 
for export at about 2c under May. The 
stiffening in freight rates was expected to 
affect the cash demand fora time. Another 
factor which some traders are taking into 
account is the report that on account of the 
great scarcity of coal in England all the 
available tonnage is being chartered ahead 
for coal to the exclusion of grains. If this 
is true the shortage in grain tonnage will 
make itself felt in a few weeks, and for- 
eigners will have to bid up for American 
wheat or lower offers be made, or else little 
grain will move from the seaboard. This 
view of the situation is bearish unless the 
foreigners, who continue to import nearly 
2,000,000 bu wheat less weekly than their 
needs, are compelled to come to this market 
to supply pressing demands. The fact that 
foreigners still content themselves with buy- 
ing options occasionally and purchase wheat 
sparingly is not prophetic of a big increase 
in the demand for the cash article. The 
heaviest sellers at the hard spots yesterday 
were the elevator houses, which have a big 
supply of spot wheat. There were 1.077 
cars received in the Northwest, against 788 
last year, and 113 in Chicago, against 188 
last year. Primary receipts were 972,656 
bu, against 848,970 bu last year, while ship- 
ments were 264, 609 bu, compared with 156,- 
225 last year. Local receipts were 71,960 bu,
